States  Pattern  series  has  increased  tremen- 
dously, prompting  us  to  publish  a list  of 
offerings  in  this  issue.  Prices  for  this  series 
are  very  low  especially  when  comparisons 
are  made  with  regular  issues  on  the  basis 
of  the  number  of  specimens  minted. 

One  need  only  note  the  few  patterns  which 
have  been  popularized  for  one  reason  or  an- 
other; The  half  disme,  the  Gobrecht  dollars, 
the  1 856  flying  eagle  cent,  the  $4  gold 
pieces.  These  "coins”  sell  for  a great  deal 
more  than  do  other  patterns  of  a consider- 
ably greater  degree  of  rarity.  The  1 856  fly- 
ing eagle  cent,  selling  for  about  $180.00. 
is  the  most  common  of  patterns  having  a 
Rarity  1 rating  in  a scale  in  which  Rarity 
1 5 is  unique. 

The  variety  of  design  makes  a series  of  any 
denomination  of  patterns  an  intelligent  ad- 
dition to  your  collection.  A local  collector 
of  half-dollars  has  started  to  add  pattern 
half-dollars  to  his  series. 

A necessity  for  pattern  collectors  is  the 
standard  book  by  Adams-Woodin  available 
at  $3.00  (reprint)  and  $6.00  (original  $10. 
edition).  Yes,  we  have  them — and  you  can 
see  them,  examine  them  and  return  them 
if  you  don't  like  them.
